The whole is greater than the sum ofits parts": A phrase 
that came to prominence in the early 20th century in the 
field that is now referred to as Gestalt psychology. This 

particular school of thought has since faded in importance 
but it has left its mark nevertheless in more contemporary 
theoretical perspectives. What the hell is he talking about you might ask?

Maybe it should read- the whole is more important than the sum of its 
parts, or "the team is more important than the individuals that make 
up the team". On the smaller scale it could refer to any NSL team or 
any amateur side. In the larger frame it could refer to Soccer Australia 
or even FIFA. What it all boils down to is this. If any team in any sport 
or any business or anything else where people have to work together 
to achieve a common goal has individuals within that team who work 
for their own ends then that team will eventually self-destruct. Sure 
they might kick a few goals along the way and get limited success, 
which will keep those particular individuals happy but at the end of 
the day the "whole" suffers and the team falls apart. 

Is it possible that this is what's happening to soccer in this country at 
the moment? Could it be said that our present situation is the end 
result of years of self-interest at all levels of the game? Let's be honest, 
the word "unity" must be a word from the language of another planet 
somewhere in the universe when it comes to soccer in Australia. It 
simply doesn't exist - unity that is. Everyone appears to be fighting 
everyone else and what is suffering because of it? - the game - and 
sadly all those that do work as part of a team. 


I didn't know whether to laugh or cry when I read in a Sydney paper 
on the weekend that the man to save soccer is Frank Lowy of 
Westfield fame. Frank was the Chairman at Sydney City when I was 
fortunate enough to have played there in the early 80's. It's the same 
Frank Lowy that had the vision to get the NSL up and running in 
1977 and the same Frank that was "out-politicked" when he ran for 
Chairman of Soccer Australia in 1982. Because of that Frank saw the 
writing on the wall and eventually the star that was Sydney City 
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COACHCAPTAIN 


burned out. Now, 20 years down the track they want him back. Not 
the bad guys that created this mess but the team players that really do 
have the game's best interest at heart. 

I for one would love to see him involved again.

Adelaide United virtually secured a finals 
spot in its first season, although in very 
unconvincing style, against a plucky Football 
Kingz outfit at Hindmarsh Stadium. 


Showing much resolve and strength, the New Zealand team could count 
themselves unlucky not to have gained a point, improving markedly 
throughout the match to end it with several near misses. 


In a sluggish first half, Adelaide had most of the possession but were 
unable to penetrate the Kingz defence. The New Zealanders played a 
rugged, dour first 45 minutes, making enthusiastic challenges at every 
opportunity and rarely letting the home team through. With the recent 
addition of towering Danny Hay in the backline, it seems unlikely the 
Kingz will end the season as the league's punching-bags. 


At the 17 minute mark, Adelaide's Michael Valkanis suddenly found 
himself in front of goal, but he skied his shot despite very little pressure 
being placed on him. With the match livening up slowly, Richie Alagich 
was set free on the right by Westervelt in the 35th minute - a nice cross 
by Alagich went to Carl Veart whose fierce header went just wide of the 
goalmouth. Approaching the half-time break, Adelaide's busy Mimi Saric 
had a couple of reasonable chances. 


United almost conceded a goal in the 50th minute when Noah Hickey's 
lob over David Scarsella went just wide, however the incident was 
quickly followed by two Adelaide chances in two minutes. The match 
had sprung to life. At the 55 minute mark, Aurelio Vidmar gave the ball 
away to Jeff Campbell, whose blast on target was well blocked by 
Scarsella - it was the Kingz' first decent shot on goal all game. 


In the 58th minute, Vidmar laid off a well-weighted pass through the 
Kingz defence to Saric whose acutely-angled shot was forced out by 
keeper Mike Utting. From the resultant corner, the ball fell to Aloisi 15 
metres out from goal. With a stinging shot, Aloisi struck the inside of the 
post, the ball falling to Veart who stuck out a foot and reflected the 
rebound into goal.

A David Rayner cross caused 
some confusion in the Adelaide defence, and with Scarsella momentarily 
out of place, a headed opportunity from just three metres out was 
blocked on the line by a perfectly-placed Vidmar. The Adelaide captain 
was again playing a defensive role for the match. 

The final ten minutes was a frenetic period, with constant end-to-end 
action providing a nail-biting ending for the home fans. Although 
Adelaide had two or three reasonable chances in these concluding 
moments, many gaps were appearing in the home team's defence which 
almost led to a late equaliser. Scarsella made up for a couple of previous 
indiscretions by pulling off a quality low save in the 82nd minute, 
following a nice through-ball from Rayner.

The amazing instant success of the "People’s team" has renewed calls 
for South Australia to produce its own soccer paper. 


History will recall that soccer journals dedicated to local happenings at 
all levels have previously been tried with varying degrees of success. 


As recorded in Denis Harlow’s "History of Soccer in South Australia 
the late, great Bob Telfer edited a weekly publication called "Soccer 
News." That paper surfaced in the late 1950's and was available at 
the princely sum of sixpence. 

It ceased publishing in 1960, "Due to a lack of funds" ~ or in the 
vernacular of this decade — went through the hoop. 

"Sporting Mirror", a budget sized paper which concentrated on local 
soccer, was next to surface. On reflection, this mirror was a bold 
experiment as the paper broke new ground in offering its product for 
sale at the original night soccer series at Norwood Oval. 

However, the Mirror cracked due to lack of substantial sales and was 
consigned to the scrap heap. 


Enter the "South Australian Soccer Weekly", published and 
distributed by Messenger Press. The backing of Messenger meant that 
the paper was sold at all bookstalls throughout the City of Adelaide, of 
which there were many because this was the age before News 
Agencies were established in all suburbs. SASF’s backing of the 
project extended to the ruling body allocating bundles of papers to all 
clubs for sale at their respective grounds. 


Sylv Phelan sought public support by penning this editorial in the 
brightly coloured yellow paper, "Bearing in mind that SASW is 
primarily for an SA audience, this paper does not fear from 
competition with its longer established eastern State publications. 
Please make sure you buy your copy each week." 

The majority of the soccer public failed to heed Sylv Phelan’s plea. I 
submit the following personal example of the indifference and apathy 
of some clubs. 


"My habit was to purchase a copy of SASW at the bookstall in front of 


the Adelaide Post Office, but on one memorable week, the stall had sold

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its quota. Not to worry, I decided:I would pick up my SASW from Adey 
Reserve on Saturday. Most clubs of the day would have the papers on 
sale at the entrance gate, but not this club on this day. The paper was 
not to be seen at the canteen (read bar) either. As one is sometimes 
inclined, I visited the latrine during the half time break only to find a 
bundle of unwrapped SASW papers being used as a door stop." 


SASW deserved better because it covered all sectors of the local scene, 
NSL, Premier and State Leagues, Amateur League, Women’s and Junior 
soccer. The deal set down by Messenger Press was that it would support 
the paper for two years, but thereafter it would need to return a profit. 
That failed to happen, but it was not the Messenger that was shot down. 
Other soccer publications, like "Soccer Review," "King Soccer", and 
"Soccer News" came, saw, but failed to conquer for any acceptable period. 
The most ambitious local attempt was the monthly "Soccer Time" 
magazine published by Elbio Luis Perez and edited by Val Migliaccio, 
now the "Sunday Mail" soccer scribe. "Time" printed its first glossy 
magazine on April 2, 1998, a very readable 60 pages of football 
information. Sadly, but predictably, time caught up with the brave 
venture that stopped ticking after a mere five issues. 

For years, SA folk have satisfied their soccer fix by reading interstate 
papers that covered our leagues. "Soccer World" and "Soccer Action" 
which was backed by "The Age" newspaper, carried brief SA soccer 
information, while the Sydney based "Soccer World" concentrated 
mainly on Sydney happenings and "The Age" was Melbourne oriented. 
"Soccer Scene," "Soccer Star," "Goal," "Soccer Voice and "Action 
Soccer," were other magazines which came and disappeared. 
"Australian and British Soccer Weekly" had commendable longevity 
before its owner declared the organisation bankrupt last year. ABSW 
failed to publish for seven weeks before surprisingly resurfacing, albeit 
without distributing the paper to either South Australia or Western 
Australia. 

It would be nice to have a local soccer paper again, but it would need 
substantial backing and the other missing ingredient — readers who are 
prepared to buy the product.

¢ Indoor soccer has been played in some sort of version dating back to 
the 1200's in England. The first known recorded game was in Canada in 
1851. Like most sports, the game meandered on as a recreation activity 
until being officially recognised as a sport — which it was in 1931. 
* It was introduced to Australia in 1972, at a Sydney YMCA. 
* The word ‘futsal’ is the international term used for the game, and is an 
abbreviation of 'FUTEBOL DE SALO’. It is derived from the Spanish or 
Portuguese word for "soccer", FUTbol or FUTebol, and the Portuguese 
or Spanish word for "room", SALo or SALa. 
¢ The game is frequently referred to as five-a-side football or 
soccer, indoor football or soccer, or sala. 
¢ For youth and local club competition the game is played on a basketball 
or netball size court, usually 20 minutes each way run of the clock. At 
elite / international level it is played on a 40 m X 20 m court (similar to 
European Handball), and has two halves of 20 minutes. The goals are 
two metres high and three metres wide and the ball used is a size four 
that has a dead bounce, so that the ball does not bounce too high. 
* FIFA Futsal World Cups are held every four years - the next 
one is due to take place later in 2004 in Taiwan. 
* Previous World Champions have been Brazil (3 times) and Spain (once) 
* Futsal is pure football: pace, skill, teamwork and high drama 
characterise the indoor game.
